The  reports  said  a U.S.  decis- 
ion to  pull  some  of  its  nationals 
out  of  Haiti  heightened  concern 
over  the  fate  of  other  foreigners 
and  political  refugees  in  Port  au 
Prince.  The  Refugees  have  taken 
sancutary  in  various  Latin  Am- 
erican embassies  in  Port  au  Prin- 
ce. 

CHIEFS  OF  foreign  missions 
in  the  Haitian  capital  were  por- 
trayed as  fearing  that  Duvalier’s 
security  forces  might  unleash  a 
threatened  “bloodbatli”  to  main- 
tain his  shaky  regime. 

Informants  said  Haiti  has  not 
granted  a single  safe  conduct  to 
anti-Duvalicr  elements  under  as- 
ylum in  Latin  American  embas- 
sies. Armed  troops  around  the 
embassies  were  reinforced  early 
this  morning,  the  reports  said. 

DONINICAN  CHARGES  that 
Duvalier  forces  invaded  its  em- 
bassy in  Port  au  Prince  precipi- 
tated the  current  Haitian  crisis. 

Jlominican  President  Juan  Bo- 
sch told  his  nation  earlier  tonight 
that  Haiti’s  failure  to  grant  safe 
conduct  to  22  refugees  in  its 
former  Port  au  Prince  embassy 
was  one  of  the  reasons  he  was 
maintaining  armed  Dominican 
troops  along  the  Haitian  border. 
The  former  Dominican  embassy 
is  now  under  Colombian  protec- 
tion. 

Bosch  said  he  was  confident 
OAS  “will  do  its  duty”  and  act 
swiftly  to  resolve  the  turbulent 
political  situation  in  neighboring 
Haiti. 

In  a nationwide  radio  and  tele- 
vision adfess,  Bosch  called  on  all 
Dominicans  to  “remain  vigilant.” 

“We  are  dealing  not  only  with 
an  absolutely  irresponsible  re- 
gime, but  with  the  tyrrany  of  a 
madman  who  said  only  God  can 
deprive  him  of  his  power,”  the 
president  said.

Six  Months 
Residency  Is 
Fishing  Law 


Students  who  have  lived  in 
Utah  six  consecutive  months  are 
eligible  to  buy  fishing  licenses, 
according  to  Jerry  Dahiberg  of 
the  Regional  Fish  and  Game  of- 
fice. 

Going  home  for  the  summer 
will  interrupt  the  residency,  but 
if  the  student  gets  liis  license 
now,  the  summer  non-residency 
will  not  matter. 

HE  KE.MAKKED  that  anyone 
over  the  age  of  12  is  committing 
a misdemeanor  by  “taking,  pur- 
suing, angling  for  or  possessing 
fish  of  any  species”  while  he  is 
around  any  Utah  body  of  water 
without  a license. 

It  is  also  illegal  to  club,  spear 
or  shoot  carp  without  a 1963  li- 
cense. 

FINKS  AllE  heavy  for  both 
these  offenses,  he  warned.  Licen- 
ses can  be  obtained  at  any  sport- 
ing good  store. 

The  general  angling  season  in 
Utah  will  begin  on  June  1 and 
continues  until  November  30.
